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FOKEJ/TORD 


The  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of 
R  nation-wide  organization  which  is  entrusted  with  the  responsibility /of 
operating  a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division 
of  Agricultural  Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  of 
Agriculture  working  in  cooperation  withrthe  Agricultural  I'larketing  Service 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture o     The  year  1939  marked  the 
one-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture 
in  the  United  States. 

The  general  prograra  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service 
is  to  meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  suiiimary  data  of  a  historical 
nature  and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production 
in  Ibwa  elnd  the  United  States, 

In  recent  years,  there  has  been  an  increasing  dem_and  from  agricultur- 
al organizations  J  commercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and  county, 
state  and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends 
of  change  in  counties .     Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  "ix>  make  available 
data  for  each  county  over  an  extended  period  of  time*    So  urgent  is  the 
need  for  county'"  data  that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  informa- 
tion at  considerable  cost.     It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this 
series  is  being  issued* 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Norman  V,  Strand, 
State-wide  "fork  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Eco- 
nomics and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on 
Official  Project  65-l.-.72~155  of  the  'Tork  Projects  Administration,  Official 
Project  665-72~3-v36  furnished':, the  material  for  Tables  21  and  23, 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Exbonsion  Service  participated  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  mf.'.terlals  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the 
lon^a  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in 
this  series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  lov/a  assessors  and  tax  officials 
who  collect  data  on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws. 
Without  these  data  by  toismships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics 
would  be  less  accxirate  and  less  complete.

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AGHICU3*3piniAl  STATISTICS  -  MOHTGOMERY  COUITY 

Montgomery  County  originally  belonged  to  the  old  Potta,wattainie  Purchase  l/ 
and  was  in  tne  provisional  county  of  Pottawattamie  until  it  was  established  by^ 
an  4ct  of  the  Iowa  Legislature,  January  15,  1851  2/  as  a  separate  political  unit. 
It  was  named  for  General  Rifthard  Montgomery  of  Revolutionary  War  fame  and  was 
formally  organized  by  the  election  of  its  officers  in  1S53'     The  county-seat  was 
located  near  the  center  of  the  county  at  Prankfort  on  July  k,  I85H.    By  a  vote 
of  the  people  the  seat  of  government  was  changed  to  Red  Oak  in  18d3  and  has  re- 
mained there  since.  ^/ 

John  Ross,  who  settled  near  the  present  site  of  Villisca  in  I8U9,  was  the 
first  T/hite  man  to  make  a  home  in  the  county.     The  county  was  settled  slowly 
at  first;  only  232  persons  were  reported  in  185^-.    This  condition  remained  until 
the  Burlington  and  Missouri  Railroad  cj.me  through  the  county  in  IS69.    A  Swedish 
group,  led  by  their  pastor,  Rev,  Halland  of  Burlington,  made  a  settlement  at 
Holmstad  ^/  also  in  1869  (this  name  was  later  changed  to  Stanton).    These  two 
events  increased  the  pop\J.ation  materially  and  in  the  peaJc  year  I9OO  there  were 
17,803  persons  living  in  the  county. 

4n  interesting  relic  of  by-gone  da.ys  is  the  beaver  dam  and  colony  near 
Grant — the  only  one  in  the  State.  ^/ 

.Axea 

This  county  is  IS  miles  wide  by  Zk  miles  long  embracing  kzk  square  miles  6/ 
or  271,360  acres  of  which  26^,830  are  listed  as  farm  lands.  7/    There  are  12 
townships  which  coincide  with  the  Congressional  townships  and  it  ranks  65  in 
point  of  size  in  the  State. 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Montgomery  County  have  been  grouped  into  four  classes  accord- 
ing to  their  location  and  origin;  namely,  drift,  loess,  terrace  and  swamp  and 
bottom  land.     The  drift  soil  comprises  3-8  per  cent  of  the  entire  surface  and 
has  but  one  type,  the  Shelby  silt  loam.    The  loess  soils  take  up  66.2  per  cent 
of  the  total  and  are  divided  into  Marshall  silt  loam — 66.1  per  cent,  and  Knox 
fine  sand — 0.1  per  cent.     The  terrace  soils  cover  2.1  per  cent  of  the  surface 
and  are  divided  into  Waukesha  silt  loajn — 1.9  per  cent,  and  Hancock  silt  loam — 
0.1  per  cent.     The  swamp  and  bottom  land  sails  cover  27.9  pe^  cent  of  the  coun- 
ty and  are  divided  into  Wabash  silt  loam,  and  Wabash  silt  loam    colluvial  phase 
— 27.1  per  cent  and  Wabash  silty  clay  loam — 0.8  per  cent,  S/

The  upland  of  Montgomery  County  is,  in  general,  a  gently  undulating  plain 
cut  "by  the  rather  shallow  valleys  of  the  larger  streams  and  their  tributaries. 
Along  the  Middle  Nodaway  and  Vi/est  >Iodaway  Rivers  and  Seven  Mile  Creek  the  sur- 
face is  rough  and  broken,  and  the  slopes  are  ste^p  and  irregular.     Small  areas 
of  this  rough  land  are  found  on  the  east  of  the  Nishna.botna,  just  north  of  S  ten- 
nett,  and  along  the  east  side  of  Tarkio  Creek,  just  before  it  leaves  the  county. 
These  rough  areas  extend  back  from  the  streams  from  one-half  to  three  miles  where 
they  merge  with  tne  gently  undulating  upland.     The  hills  are  smooth  and  rounded, 
the  slopes  gentle  and  uniform  and  the  landscape,  in  general,  has  a  gently  rolling 
appearance.     The  ridges  and  valleys  are  nearly  parallel  and  extend  approximately 
from  north  to  south.    Drainage  is  provided  by  the  East  Uishnabotna,  West  Hodaway 
and  Middle  i^oda.way  Rivers,  and  Seven  Mile,  Tarkio,  Walnut  and  Indian  Creeks  ;and 
their  tributaries,  ^/

The  average  temperature  of  Montgomery  County  for  the  ten  years  between  1330 
and  1939  inclusive  was  k^^l  degrees.  10/    The  average  precipitation  for  the  59 
years  between  I872  and  I93O  was  30 '77  inches  and  the  growing  season  averaged  I58 
days  between  the  killing  frost  dates  of  April  29  and  October  k  averaged  for  11 
years— IS93  to  I90U  inclusive.  11/ 

Population 

The  Federal  Census  of  1930  gives  this  county  a  total  population  of  l6,752» 
a  loss  of  256  from  the  I92O  census.  The  density  of  population  is  kO  per  square 
mile,  coinpared  with  the  Stats  density  of

a.  whole  the:/  had  909  mein>jers  of  which  675  were  active,  and  2,U00  per- 
sons did.  "business  y/ith  the  six  concerns.     The  selling  cooperatives  had  a  biisi- 
ness  vol-ume  of  $1, 132,653  and  the  piirchasing  cooperatives  did  $U09,126  worth 
of  "business. 

Cooperatives  may  "both  "buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  ofner 
function  exclusively.    Purc'nasing  cooperatives  iauy  non-farm  commodities  for 
distri"bution  to  their  members  and  patrons,  and  the  selling  cooperatives  market 
farm  commodities  for  their  members  and  patrons.    IJ / 

Fruit 

Apples  have  always  been  the  leadine,  fruit  crop  in  this  county.    The  I3OS 
report  shows  the  largest  returns — 72,537  trees  were  listed  with  a  production 
of  119,930  bus"nels  in  this  year.     In  the  193U  report  7,838  trees  were  listed 
as  having  a  production  of  1,326  bushels.    Peaches  had  a  listing  of  7»SS5  trees 
and  ^2  bushels  in  I909;  in  193^4  there  vere  5,028  trees  and  2,107  bushels. 
Plum  ana  cherry  tree  numbers  have  been  fairly  constant.     The  largest  report  on 
grapes  v/as  made  in  ISSU  when  33»^SU  vines  producing  156,300  pouads  were  listed.

lote  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 


•The  arop  assessors'  statistical  breakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as  fol- 
lows; (1)  all  corn,  (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,  (3)  corn  cut  for  silage, 
{k)  corn  cut  for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off.     4  total  production  is 
given  for  each  farm  which  includes  only  that  actually  husked.    In  getting 
count/  totals  of  production  the  acreage  ocner  than  that  husked  is  multi- 
plied "by  the  yield  (derived  hy  dividing  total  "bushels  corn  husked  "by  total 
acres  husked)  and  added  to  summations  of  individual  farm  productions  shown 
as  husked.     This  assumes  that  acreage  not  husked  wo\ild  have  jjroduced  the 
same  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  1S3^  ai^d  133^>  both  poor  crop  years,  separate  estimations  of  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  state  assessors'  office  be- 
cause it  v/as  felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  best 
acreages  for  husking  and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  wnich  would  have  a  differ- 
ent and  lower  yield.    This  separate  yield  estimation  was  then  miiLtiplied 
by  the  acreage  not  husked  and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  was  done  by  coiinties  orJ.y  and  not  by  townships.     The  township 
yields  for  these  two  years  then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  on 
acreage  husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked,  only.    The  total  corn  acreage 
is  shown  by  township  with  this  yield  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the 
acreage  shown  to  get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure. 
The  county  3\:Lmmary  table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  193^  and  133^  have  been 
adjusted  for  poorer  yields  on  th^.t  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may 
legitimately  be  multiplied  by  the  acreages  shown  there  to  arrive  at  total 
productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  township  productions  may  be  derived  from 
the  yield  and  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has 
been  ass-amod  to  be  eq^ial  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  town- 
ship yields  are  therefore  consistent  in  all  years  except  133^  ^'■^  1336'
